figure on a unit 'basis. The suae applies to melting 
and refining, as in the case of the Assay Office at 
Hew York City, and the same also applies to the as¬ 
saying department of each of the institutions. In 
the latter case we involve so much expense during the 
year in assaying, and so many assays made during the 
year reduced in turn to so much per assay. 

At the beginning of the cost report, under 
item Ho. 1, we have five headings in which you will 
show merely the total figures. Hone of these items 
have any direct bearing upon any of the specific 
transactions covered by items Eos. 2, 3 and 4, and 
any incorporation of the expenditures involved under 
heading Ho. 1, in any of the other items, would 
nullify what I sm trying to secure, which is a com¬ 
parison Of eaeh institution of the actual operating 
costs of similar transactions. 

Item Ho. 3, as you will notice, is reduced 
first per 1,000 deposits, next per 1,000 gross ounces, 
lastly per 1,000 fine ounces; after which we have the 
totals. This brings each institution dorm to a per 
thousand unit basis. In item Ho. 3, Hew York, for 
instance, will U3e all five headings, as will Denver 
and San Erancis co. Philadelphia, on the other hand, 
will leave blank headings lies. 3 and 4. 

Item Ho. 3, Assaying, requires no'expla¬ 
nation other than that I hey© already given.

If it should be shown that one 
superintendent cannot reach the figure that has been 
attained by another, and that his inability to do so 
is due to higher cost of material, or a higher wage 
scale, it will be sufficient to have this demonstrated.
